1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Negami et al (US 6,259,016) teaches a Zni-xAxG layer with A being at least one 
of Be, Mg, Ca, Sr, and Ba, and with 0<x<1 as cited in the previous rejections. There is 
no example including plural elements A, and no teaching or guidance as to the amount 
in which a second element A might be present. In the Examiner's opinion, there is 
therefore no teaching or fair suggestion of a film composition wherein both (a) the 
claimed content of element M is in a range of 0.01 to 3 atom percent and (b) the 
Zn:Mg:0 atomic ratio is (1-x):x:1 with 0.05 < x < 0.35 as instantly claimed. This is 
considered particularly so since Applicant teaches the significance of the claimed range 
of element M content in improving volume resistivity of the film (Specification, Page 4, 
line 37 - Page 5, line 8), with the Negami et al reference being silent on such effects.
